Governor Pinchot Gives 
His Final Message

HARRISBURG, Jan. 2.—Gov. Gif­ 
ford Pinchot on Tuesday afternoon 
delivered his farewell message to the 
legislature, praising the accomplish­ 
ments of his administration and sug­ 
gesting their continuance to his 
Democratic 
successor, 
George 
H. 
Earle. 
“I congratulate you on the oppor- 
runity which lies before you to serve 
the people of Pennsylvania,” the 69- 
vear-old retiring executive said in 
his 11.000-word ‘‘swan song' at a 
joint session opening the 131st gen­ 
eral assembly. 
“The times are calling you and 
he way has been made plain.-’ 
The “steady and unbroken pur­ 
pose” of his administration, the gov­ 
ernor said, was “relief for the tax­ 
payer, roads for the farmer, a square 
deal for the consumer, the bank de­ 
positor, the worker and the people 
generally.” 
To the governor-elect who assumes 
office January 15 and to the legis­ 
lature, Democratic in the house for 
the first time in a half century but 
Ntn Republican in the senate, the 
governor recommended perpetuation 
th a t policy. 
To Republicans left in the legis­ 
lature after last November’s new 
deal sweep which tore Pennsylvania 
from G. O. P. moorings, the execu­ 
tive, w?ho classes himself as an in­ 
dependent Republican, addressed a 
special admonition: 
“The Republican party is for the 
time being the minority party, but 
that does not relieve any Republican 
lawmaker from his obligation to sup­ 
port the Republican platform and 
do his best to enact it into law.” 
Both Democrats and Republicans 
were urged by the governor “not to 
oppose sound legislation needed by 
the people merely because it has 
been introduced by a member of the 
other party.” The governor listed a 
host of liberal and social measures 
v ich he said he sought to have en-

“A great change has overtaken the 
American people during the last four 
years in which the outgoing adm in­ 
istration has played its part,” the 
governor told the lawgivers. 
“The people of the United States 
and of Pennsylvania in particular 
have achieved a greater sense of 
their own rights, a clearer under­ 
standing of the duty of the govern­ 
ment—state and nation—to safe­ 
guard their interests and promote 
their welfare than they ever had be­ 
fore. 
Warning that “the people no long­ 
er adm it any right in concentrated 
wealth to control them and their 
government,” the governor said: 
“An effort is already under way 
to bring back the old days w ith their 
ancient evils, to deliver the govern­ 
ment back to the hands of concen­ 
trated wealth—to return to the out­ 
worn and discredited slogan that the 
way to help the poor man is to make 
the rich man richer still.” 
He added significantly: 
“The men w'ho are working for 
such a return are known to us all. 
I warn them th at those of us who 
believe in the man, the woman and 
the child ahead of the dollar are pre­ 
pared to resist them to the bitter 
end.” 
Concerning state finances, Gover­ 
nor Pinchot reiterated his recent 
statem ent th at on the basis of esti­ 
mated collections he will leave office 
with a cash balance of about $5,- 
000,000. 
He summarized again for 
the lawmiakers his estimates that at 
least $72,000.000 in new revenue ex­ 
clusive of relief costs must be found 
to balance the next budget 
The governor twice singled out his 
wife, Cornelia Bryce Pinchot, for 
mention, once for her crusading 
against sweatshops and again for 
her help last winter while he was 
confined to a Newr York hospital 
with illness He said: 
“My special thanks are due to Mrs. 
Cornelia Bryce Pinchot whose ad­ 
vice in this emerency was indispen­ 
sable. Indeed, throughout both my 
terms, Mrs. Pinchot’s assistance in 
dealing with the human side of gov­ 
ernm ent has been invaluable. 
In 
her the people of the commonwealth 
have had an ally impossible to du­ 
plicate or replace.”
